A HONITON town councillor has issued a Freedom 
of Information request to NHS Devon. 

Councillor Mike Allen, of Marker Way, has sent an open 
letter to Jayne Carroll, NHS Devon director of strategic 
commissioning, requesting the release of any relevant 
correspondence from January 2007 relating to changes 
being made to maternity and other healthcare services in 
Honiton. 

In the letter Mr Allen said: “As you well know from the 
Local Government and Public Health Act 2007 there is a 
duty to involve the public of Honiton in your decisions to 
commission services and develop joint service plans with 
Devon County Council for delivery of care. 

“This means that nothing should be pre-judged and that 
proper evidence should be available for debate in our 
council and public meetings.” 

A public meeting organised by Honiton Town Council to 
discuss the potential changes at Honiton Maternity Unit 
took place at the Mackarness Hall on Friday, April 16th - 
despite the fact that NHS Devon representatives pulled out 
because of political reasons. 

During that meeting campaigners urged parents and 
parents-to-be to challenge the health authority over its 
decision to change services at the maternity unit by issuing 
Freedom of Information requests. 

Mr Allen added: “My concern is that plans for maternity 
and dementia care in Honiton are being decided without 
due public consultation, in contradiction, for example, of 
NHS Framework 2010 to 2015. 

“This guidance specifically mentions national priorities 
to improve maternity services. The document ‘Building 
Britain’s Future 2010’ stresses the need to bring in best 
practise for maternity and new born care - with proper 
involvement of the general public. 

“Continuing acts of parliament have cross-party support 
for involving local people in decisions and in developing 
measurement of patient satisfaction as well as best value. 
The Joint Strategic Needs Assessment supports these 
requirements to be acted upon by local authorities and 
Primary Care Trusts. 

“Therefore I am calling on NHS Devon to put in place 
proper discussions with the people of Honiton, Ottery St 
Mary and the rural areas of east Devon. Nothing else is 
acceptable.” 

A spokesman for NHS Devon said: “We are aware of the 
requirements placed upon the NHS and can confirm that

we have followed the correct procedures. 

“No maternity services have permanently changed but 
we are experiencing staffing shortages. As a result evening 
and overnight shifts at Honiton Hospital are presently 
being delivered on-call. 

“We aim to expand the choices over where women can 
give birth and have every intention of talking to parents and 
parents-to-be, and listening to their opinions, in May. 

“These discussions will help shape the more detailed 
plans for implementation by the end of September 2010. 


“All requests under the Freedom of Information Act are 
dealt with within 20 working days.”

Beat manager brands Stop 
a Thief scheme a success

This has helped to reduce burglaries,

“Within rural Honiton over the last 
12 months non-dwelling burglaries 
to farm premises have decreased by 
38 per cent. 

Within rural east Devon we are 
keen to continue this success and 
hope to make our rural areas safer 
and deter criminals who think they 
can continue to steal high value farm 
equipment from these communities.

AN Axminster-based GP and his paddling partner 
improved their time by almost an hour, and more 
than £2,200 was raised for a worthy cause during 
the Easter weekend. 

As previously reported. Dr Barry McKenna and Gary 
Wakley were set to take on the Devizes to Westminster 
International Canoe Marathon. 

Last year’s effort saw them negotiate the demanding 
course in 23 hours and six minutes — but they shaved off 
58 minutes this year and finished in 22 hours and eight 
minutes. 

The race has been held annually over the Easter weekend 
since 1948 and is described as “one of the ultimate tests of 
endurance” by its organisers. 

When starting, competitors have 125 miles ahead of 
them, with 77 portages (where vessels are carried around 
an obstacle in the water or overland between waterways). 

Dr McKenna paddled to raise money for ARC, a local 
and community-driven counselling and mental health 
charity he chairs. 

Donations had reached £2,290 on April 18th, and 
Catherine Davies of ARC said: “He received many 
messages of support from well wishers that I am told really 
helped him in the small hours of Easter Sunday. 

“It goes without saying that both Dr McKenna and our 
whole team here at ARC are incredibly touched by the 
support this fundraising event has received and that our 
charity will put every penny to good use, providing support 
to local people seeking help at a difficult time, as death, 
dying or other profoundly affecting change and loss 
touches their lives. 

“Einal donations can still be left at Axminster Medical 
Practice until the end of April.” 

Dr McKenna commented: “The race was very 
challenging this year due to the high river levels. We were 
tired but delighted to pass under Westminster Bridge. 

“The amount of money raised reflects the generosity of 
local people as well as further steps in the right direction to 
raise the profile of mental health and counselling services.”

£10 Archway Bookshop 
vouchers are on their 
way to your door... 


EDITOR — I am writing to express 
my views with regards to the cuts that 
are being made at the Honiton 
Maternity Unit. 

This is a letter I have sent to Tracey 
Reeves, head of midwifery at Exeter. 

I feel these are not only my views 
but also the majority of expectant, 
new mums and families within east 
Devon. 

I do not understand how you can 
make such a huge decision to cut the 
services at this hospital when by far it 
is working very well and has done for 
the last 15 years since its 
refurbishment. 

I am fortunate enough — and may 
have been the last — to have received 
the wonderful service Honiton 
provides within the last eight weeks. 

This was with my second child and 
I had a straightforward labour. 

The mid wives and nurses were 
fantastic — as always — and even 
though this was my second I still 
needed some guidance with feeding 
and bathing (its all easily forgotten). 

I stayed two nights which was 


enough for me to get my head around 
going home, coping with the pains, 
tiredness and generally getting used 
to having my new little baby. 

How can you make these proposed 
changes? 

I understand women will be sent 
home in as little as three hours after 
giving birth. 

I also believe the unit will only be 
open from Sam to 8pm and after these 
hours midwives will be on call at 
their home? 

These cuts will cause problems and 
a lot more expenses in the future than 
if you were to leave well alone. 

You don’t break things that are not 
broken in the first place. 

We don’t get a lot from our taxes so 
don’t cut one of the only assets we 
help pay towards. 

I understand, I may be wrong, that 
the staff were first made aware of this 
by way of a memo or letter? 

How can you not have consulted 
staff before such a decision is made? 

On an emotional level I feel very 
strongly that many women being sent 


straight home — even after a longer 
period of maybe 12 hours — from 
Exeter and Honiton may suffer post¬ 
natal depression and very low moods. 

After my first child — who I also 
had in Honiton — I stayed in for four 
days after having her. 

Yet still I got home and found it all 
too much. 

I was very lucky at this time to have 
supportive midwives and health 
visitors to support me. 

If I had been sent home earlier I 
may not have coped so well. 

The midwives, doctors and health 
visitors are all going to be pulled 
from every angle and feel pressured 
to be there for all the new mums but 
how can they be? 

Eor example how can a midwife be 
at someone’s home at 2am if they are 
having trouble breastfeeding or 
settling their new baby — who may 
only be a few hours old? 

They won’t be able to, and if they 
do get called, the midwives’ family 
will be disturbed.

EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has hit back at 
campaigners who are calling 
for the Sainsbury’s store in 
Ottery St Mary to be reduced 
in size. 

Sainsbury’s was granted 
permission to build a 20,000 sqft 
supermarket in the Hind Street area 
of Ottery. 

Members of campaign group 
Sustainable Ottery have said the 
size of the store should be reduced 
to 10,000 sqft. 

However, Paul Diviani, chairman 
of the EDDC development 
management committee, has said 
the full size store will help bring 
trade to the town and will keep 
people in Ottery. 

He said: “Planning will always be 
contentious as, by its very nature, 
there always have to be winners and 
losers. Our remit is to determine 
applications in line with national, 
regional, district-wide and local 
policies and aspirations. 

“In the case of a town, for 
example, we also have regard for 
the town’s position as a local centre 
for its immediate hinterland and 
beyond. 

“In this particular case, our retail 
consultants had recommended a 
similar size store to the Town Mill 
site (50 per cent less than the Hind 
Street application). Our experience 
tells us that once a store is in place 
and proves popular (as I am sure the 


first one of this brand in the district 
will be) it will overtrade and be 
subject to a second application to 
increase the size. 

“In the process you can easily 
lose design benefits that are 
apparent in this application.” 

As previously reported in this 
newspaper, hundreds of people 
attended a special EDDC 
development management 

committee meeting at The Institute 
on Thursday, April 15th. Many of 
those who attended spoke out 
against the supermarket plans. 

However, there were several 
speakers who welcomed the 
Sainsbury’s plan to build in Ottery. 

Mr Diviani said: “The majority of 
members were persuaded that a 
smaller store would not stop the 
well documented leakage of the 
shoppers of Ottery St Mary and its 
hinterland to other centres in the 
district, county and beyond, 
whereas the approved store would 
be of a sufficient size to reverse that 
dispiriting trend. 

“Among the speakers there were 
those who positively welcomed this 
application, especially amongst the 
town’s shopkeepers.” 

Mr Diviani added: “Whilst you 
expect a big player to inflict some 
damage on local shops, one that 
attracts increased new trade will 
benefit the local offering, especially 
when linked as well as Hind Street 
is to the shopping centre.”

a menace 
pond fisk 

THIS morning, as I was eating my cornflakes for 
breakfast, a knock at the door revealed a 
harassed-looking neighbour bearing a tale of 
woe. 

He has, it seems, a garden pond full of koi carp. 
Correction ... now minus one carp, the result of a dawn 
raid by a heron. The bird was seen, at around Sam, 
standing up to its belly in water, as it waited for its 
breakfast to appear and, later, fish scales were 
discovered on the bank. 

Now koi carp can be extremely valuable and my 
friend wondered on the best course of action. Obviously 
a protected bird, no hostile move can be made against 
the heron itself and deterrence is the only answer. 

Herons can be an absolute menace where domestic 
fish are concerned as I know only too well. Last year, a 
score of goldfish were killed in my garden pond, 
leaving one petrified survivor, and I have decided not to 
release any more fish to feed the local heronry. I tried 
using, as a deterrent, a plastic model of a heron but this, 
as far as I could see, merely attracted the raider and I 
suppose I should have put a net across the water, but felt 
that this would look unattractive. 

However, the only advice I could offer my distraught 
friend was to try a similar move. Herons, handsome as 
they are, as dawn raiders can be an absolute menace 
where garden ponds are concerned. 

Meanwhile, staying with the bird front, I hear that 
there have been a number of sightings of red kites, with 
single birds seen flying over Beer Head on April 11th 
and over Blackhole Marsh the following day. 

It will, I fancy, not be long before we have nesting 
kites in the Westcountry, an overspill from the scores of 
birds in the Chilterns. Currently, we have only a pair of 
swallows, where normally I would have expected to 
have acted as host to two or three pairs, but perhaps 
numbers will soon be supplemented. However, there 
seem to be numerous chiffchaffs as evidenced by their 
repetitive calls. 

I have yet to hear one, but a friend rang on April 18th 
to say that she had heard a cuckoo calling. For once, in 
the light of the late spring, the bird has arrived just as 
the Lady Smock or Cuckoo plant has disclosed its pale 
pink and purple flowers to fulfil its common name. 

But have any other readers heard the cuckoo yet? I 
heard only one last year and none in the previous two 
years. Nor have I seen much in the way of butterflies, 
other than the odd brimstone and tortoiseshell for, 
despite the glorious sunny days, a bitter, chill wind 
from the north has offered little encouragement to these 
insects. 

Now, if you’d like to learn more about aspects of 
wildlife and how to record it, a series of free workshops 
is being organised by Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) this 
summer for volunteers who would like to assist in 
monitoring Dorset’s bees, wasps, wild orchids, grasses 
and heathland species. 

The only caveat is that volunteers who attend the free 
workshops put their knowledge to good use by sending 
species records to enable DWT and the Dorset 
Environmental Records Centre to gather vital 
information on the status of local wildlife. 

A workshop on grasses will be held at Kingcombe 
Meadows on May 27th; on orchids at Fontmell Down 
on June 19th; on heathland species at Higher Hyde 
Heath, near Wool, on July 2nd and on bees and wasps 
on July 18th at the Urban Wildlife Centre, Corfe Mullen 
and further workshops will be added during the 
summer. To book contact DWT on 01305 264620.

REV Linda Chester, Methodist 
Minister starts this week with, 
sadly, a very topical, true story. 

She said: “All the best laid plans of 
mice and men...’ is often quoted but 
not often experienced to such an 
extent the world has witnessed over 
these past days. 

“Who would have thought that a 
volcano erupting in far away Iceland 
would have a major effect on the 
world’s flight plans? It’s not just over 
Great Britain and Ireland and 
northern Europe but people are 
stranded as far away as Beijing and 
Tokyo. Plans for weddings, family 
occasions, holidays and business 
travel have been thrown into chaos. 

“I was due to lead 28 people on a 
pilgrimage to the Holy Land last 
weekend. All the planning and 
preparation was in place — my 
suitcase packed and ready to go. 
Things beyond our human control 
remind us of our vulnerability within 
the cycle of nature. 

“We may be ‘fearfully and 
wonderfully made’ (Psalm 139) but 
we cannot always do what we choose. 
A steep learning curve and the great 
blessing of being safe.” 

I have returned from a post-Easter 
family break in Berlin, luckily just 
before everything closed down! 

Next, to some helpful news — 
before Parliament was dissolved, 
Erancis Maude received a 
parliamentary written answer from 
David Lammy, Minister of State at 
the Department for Business, 
Innovation and Skills, on the use of 
recorded music in divine service 
(including occasional offices) by the 
Church of England. Lammy replied 
that the proposed changes to the 
current charitable statutory 
exemptions for the public 


performance of recorded and 
broadcast music will apply to music 
used in divine worship. However, 
Phonographic Performance Limited 
(PPL) has agreed on a voluntary 
exemption for the use of broadcast 
and recorded music as part of divine 
worship anywhere. This will also 
apply to all religious ceremonies and 
domestic or family occasions such as 
wedding parties. Legislation awaits 
the new Parliament. 

Still on parliamentary matters of a 
sort, the body sometimes described as 
the church’s parliament, the General 
Synod of the Church of England. The 
General Synod too has an election in 
September this year for its 378 lay 
and clerical members. The church 
has produced a DVD extolling the 
virtues of Synod membership, and 
tries to respond to the comment 
“Synod has no relevance to me”. 

In response, the DVD asks. Are you 
interested in how the Church of 
England spends its money? Are you 
interested in how the clergy are 
treated? Are you interested in the 
mission and ministry of the church? 

The response is that the General 
Synod is where these things happen. 
Nomination papers are available from 
July 20th to be returned by September 
3rd; elections follow in September 
and October and the new Synod meets 
in London on November 22nd-24th. 
Enquiries to 01392 294920, and there 
will be hustings meetings in Devon 
before the election. There is also the 
following website for reference 
www.generalsynodelections2010.org. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury says: 
“A healthy and mature church is one 
where everyone feels they have a 
voice. Synod needs our voices.” 

And east Devon has just had its own 
hustings in preparation for the 



Parliamentary election in May. It was 
good that churches in Axminster and 
Seaton were the venue for these 
meetings which were attended by all 
candidates for the local constituency. 

Everything seems to be happening 
in May. The newly-elected officers of 
all churches in Exeter Diocese are 
called to a visitation by their local 
Archdeacon to be welcomed to their 
offices and in east Devon this means 
on Thurdsay, May 6th at Exeter 
Cathedral or on Tuesday, May 18th at 
St George’s Church, Tiverton — both 
at 7.30pm — all are welcome to these 
services. 

Every last Sunday in the month 
from 3-4pm at Throgmorton Hall, 
Highfield, Dunkeswell, ordinary folk 
will speak about their personal 
experiences of God on the theme God 
Cares. Enquiries to 01823 681169. 
The next date is May 30th and 
monthly to November.

Lions. 

After Mr Light opened the meeting a 
discussion was held by all parties and it 
was felt a memory cafe would be ideal for 
Axminster. 

It was to be informal, friendly and 
informative. 

There would be a Community 
Psychiatric Nurse for one hour to offer 
advice to anyone who was concerned they 
might have the signs of dementia as well as 
advice for carers. 

There would be literature on subjects 


such as where to obtain help from the NHS 
or any funding that might be available. 

Tea and coffee would be available and 
there would be time to chat to others in the 
same situation. 

It was envisaged that the cafe might take 
place once a month to begin with. 

A co-ordinator was the first priority and 
Peter Smart stepped forward to take up the 
post. 

Having worked as a nurse, a Redcoat and 
was now going around to nursing homes 
entertaining the residents, it was felt he 
had much to offer. 

He would organise the setting up of the 
memory cafe and volunteers. 

Axminster Senior’s Forum was to take on 
the overall supporting role of the cafe 
itself. 

It will take at least two months to get 
everything sorted out and up and mnning 
but everyone felt it would be worthwhile.

ShelterBox talk informs 
at bi-monthly meeting 


Colyton and Colyford Probus Club 
beld its bi-montbly meeting at Tbe 
Wheelwright when members heard 
a most interesting talk by David 
Guy of the ShelterBox Trust. 

He told members about the foundation 
of the trust by Tom Henderson, a 
member of Helston- Lizard Rotary 
Club, and now supported by Rotary 
Clubs throughout the world. 

The charity helps displaced persons in 
more than 40 countries. 

Each box, which costs £490 delivered, 
provides a tent for 10 people, plus many 
items such as a cooking stove, tools, 
water purification and importantly a 


children’s pack. 

The club learnt that 90 per cent of 
income, all donated, goes on getting the 
boxes and its contents to disaster victims 
and only 10 per cent on administration 
which is a very high proportion of aid 
therefore going to those who need it. 

And still today ShelterBox is 
administered by the Rotary Club of 
Helston-Lizard in Cornwall. 

Members agreed it was a very 
informative talk and member Bill 
Waterworth gave a well deserved vote of 
thanks.

Women enjoy an historical 
evening despite electricals 


SOON after tbe start of tbe 
Pboenix Ladies’ April 
meeting at tbe United 
Reform Cburcb Hall tbe 
members were plunged into 
relative dimness due to an 
electrical fault wbicb was not 
easily rectified. 

This was unfortunate for 
speaker John Allen as he had 
hoped to give a slide show and 
talk on the village of Tintinhull 
where his family had worked as 
farriers, wheelwrights and 
blacksmiths for several 
generations. 

Mr Allen kindly agreed to 
carry on using his display of 
early photographs, albums and 
receipe books to augment his 
informative talk. 


Tintinhull was a traditional 
Saxon village with a green, 
clumping post and originally a 
pond all surrounded by a 

profusion of ancient cider 

orchards most of which have 
now sadly disappeared. 

The group was told that Mr 
Allen’s great grandfather, one of 
13 children, had started work as 
an apprentice blacksmith. 

With his uncle he accumulated 
a wealth of tools, billboards, 
newspaper cuttings and 

memorabilia all of which, after 
documentation, filled three 

silage trailers. 

Instead of breaking up this 
remarkable collection Mr Brian 
Knight of Chard Museum was 
contacted and a unique record of 
the heritage was subsequently 


put on display 27 years ago for 
all to appreciate. 

The museum will re-open on 
May 1st. To date there have been 
a staggering 50,000 visitors. 

The ladies were also given 
some dates for future events.

T he Manor House, a grade II listed building, is a residen¬ 
tial home for 15 elderly in Seaton, East Devon. The 
home is a short walk from the town centre and 
seafront. 

The proprietors live on the premises which they feel helps 
to ensure that high standards are maintained. The home 
has recently undergone an unannounced inspection by our 
regulators, the Care Quality Commission (CQC) and has 
been awarded a 3 star rating demonstrating excellent stan¬ 
dards. The Manor House has a cheerful homely atmos¬ 
phere. Visitors often remark on how they are made to feel 
welcome at all times. There are well-trained staff on duty 
day and night.The Manor House has a small garden at the 
front and a courtyard garden at the back with a fish pond, 
bird feeders and often the resident dog and cat.

Best of the bunch -Tulip 


T 


here is a tulip for every setting as they come in all shapes, colours and sizes - in single, 
double, goblet or star-shaped, frilly or long and slender. 


If you combine a variety of forms you can have a succession of 
tulips, which flower from early to late spring, throughout the 
season. 

Beautiful varieties include the pure white Tulipa Mount 
Tacoma, which bears peony-like flowers, and the 
tall, elegant White Triumphator, which both _ 
look wonderful in pots. 

In the border, World’s 
Favourite glows orange-red 
with a delicate gold edge and 
Red Impression has elegant 
ruby red flowers on strong 
stems with impressive foliage. 

For dramatic effect, 
grow parrot tulips for 
cutting. Garish and 
over-the-top for some 
gardeners but loved by 
others, these tulips have 
crumpled curly petals 
bunched into big ruffled blooms. 

Many parrot tulips are scented 
which makes them particularly 
well suited as cut flowers. Choose 
a striking variety such as Tulipa 
Flaming Parrot, Rococo or Orange 
Favourite. 

Tulips should be planted in late au¬ 
tumn - preferably late October or No¬ 
vember - with the base of the bulbs at 
four times their depth below the surface. 

Plant them in gritty compost in full 
sun and if they are in pots make ^ 
sure there is plenty of drainage 
and that the pots are resting 
on pot feet so the bulbs don’t 
rot from damp soaking in from the ground.

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New era for Cricket St. Thomas biooms 



H istoric Grade-II listed gardens and lakes at 
Cricket St Thomas Hotel near Chard re-open to 
the public on Bank Holiday Monday May 3rd 
as work continues on a major £300,000 restoration pro¬ 
gramme. And they’re asking the public to have a say in 
the focus for the next phase of the work. 

The aim of the massive project which has involved 
draining several man-made lakes to clear silt that had 
built-up over 45 years is to restore the gardens to their 
former glory and open up the glorious vistas of one of 
Somerset’s most beautiful valleys. 

The gardens and grounds cover some 160 acres and 
were originally created over a period of almost 50 years 
by the second Lord Bridport who spent what was then a 
huge fortune of £250,000 (estimated at around £500 
million in today’s money) on his ambitious plans. 

Among features created were the chain of lakes and 
cascades, formed by damming a small river that runs 
through the grounds, as well as several ornamental gar¬ 
dens. 

Today the main lawn of the elegant Regency country 
mansion, instantly recognisable as the setting for the TV 
sitcom ‘To The Manor Born’, still features the large 
cedar under which Lord Nelson and his mistress Lady 
Hamilton are believed to have spent many happy hours 
more than 200 years ago. 

Among the work that is being undertaken by Warner 
Leisure Hotels has been the creation of a new Japanese 
garden and enhanced grotto designed by Chelsea Flower 
Show Gold Medal winner Kate Gould, and a rose gar¬ 


den maze in the shape of a rose bud. 

And, although most of the larger animals from the for¬ 
mer Cricket St Thomas Wildlife Park have been perma¬ 
nently re-homed elsewhere in appropriate zoos and 
wildlife parks, several of the most popular collections 
remain in improved new surroundings. 

Cricket St Thomas’s famous lemur woodland walk has 
been improved and visitors will still be able to enjoy 
seeing the meerkats and mongooses. Wallabies and deer 
roam free in new wild meadow settings, and visitors will 
be able to see the former wildlife park’s tamarind mon¬ 
keys living ‘free-range’ in the trees - believed to be a 
first for a UK outdoor attraction. The new lakes and 
gardens have also retained flamingos at one of the lakes. 

Paths around the beautiful Swan Down Lake and Wad¬ 
ing lake are being improved and, whilst landscaping is 
still in progress. The grounds include many unique gar¬ 
den features such as a collection of bronze statues by 
local sculptor John Robinson. 

A new exhibition with many historic photographs and 
documents highlighting how Cricket St Thomas has 
changed over the centuries will be free of charge to vis¬ 
itors. 

As well as looking back, hotel guests and visitors will 
also have the unique opportunity to have their say about 
how Cricket St Thomas will look in the future. All the 
proceeds from the £4.95pp & Dogs £1 entrance price - 
half the entrance fee of the former Wildlife Park - are 
being invested in the gardens and grounds and visitors 
can vote for where they’d like the money to be spent -

Good enough to eat - 
sow climbing beans 

Y ou only need a windowsill to sow some 
French or runner beans now, which will 
be ready for planting out when all danger 
of frost has passed. 

Sow the large seeds individually in 8cm (3in) 
pots of seed and potting compost as they grow 
big quite quickly, and ensure that the compost 
remains moist, but not saturated. 

Gradually accustom the young plants to out¬ 
side conditions for two to three weeks before 
planting in their final positions from late May. 

Make sure the supports, whether it be a wig¬ 
wam or rows of canes in the veg patch, are in 
place before planting out and allow 30cm (12in) 
between plants in the row. 

If you want additional colour, plant a few 
sweetpeas alongside your beans. The sweet- 
pea flowers will attract bees and therefore give 
your beans better chance of pollination, so en¬ 
couraging a greater crop. 

Beans should be ready for picking from Au¬ 
gust to September.
